MICHIGAN’S DEFECTIVE LIQUOR LAW, 


Fresh Blunders Discovered Which Will 
Render the Act Inoperative. 

LANSING, Mich., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—The 
error found in the new high license law yes- 
terday was nothing to the blunders that have 
been discovered today. Aul the newly found 
errors are in Sec. 1, the most vital section of 
the bill, because it prescribes thé amount the 
saloonkeepers and wholesalers shall pay 
in liquor taxes. i The high license 
bill was bandiéd back and forth 
between the house and senate several 
times and was referred to two conterence 
committees. The-report of the last commit- 
tee was adopted and the remodeled bill be- 
came a statute. Yet Sec. 1 of the actin the 
form in which it was signed by the Governor 
and is now a law differs radically from the 
bill as passed by the legislature. The act as 
signed and printed fixes the wholesale tax on 
spirituous liquors at $500, instead of $600 as 
recommended by the conference committee 
and agreed to. The license for selling both 
spirituous ahd malt liquors at wholesale and 
retail appears at $1,000, instead of $1,100 as 
passed. 

The senate adopted a provision allowing 
wholesaiers of spirituous liquors also to 
wholesale malt liquors without additional li- 
cense. The conference committee struck 
this out, yet it is retained in the law. Ow- 


| ing to this blunder dealers can wholesaie 


spirituous and malt liquors on payment of 
only $500 license, while the act as passed by 
the legislature required $600 for spirituous 
and $500 for malt liquors, or $1,100 in all. 

It is probable that the mistakes were made 
innocently by the clerk, who attempted to 
put the act into coherent shape for the en- 
grossingroom, but the liquormen are confi- 
dent that it will enable them to riddle the 
law in court. The ciause increasing the re- 
tail tax from $300 to $500 was in the mutilat- 
ed section, and it is believed that the galoons 
can force the state to go back to the oid $300 
tax law or eise knock out the tex feature en- 
tirely. 


ARRESTS FOR THE NAVASSA MURDER, 


A Question as to Who Has Jurisdiction 
Over the Island. 

Battmore, Md., Oct. 4 — [Special.] A 
Warrant was issued by Judge Bond of the 
United States circuit court today for the 
arrest of the negroes concerned in the Na- 
vassa murder. When receivers of the Na- 
vassa Phosphite company were appointed, a 
restraining order was granted prohibiting 
any interference in any way with the prop 
erty of the company, and it is held that the 
murderers should be brought before this 
court for trial. For manifest reasons United 
States Marshal Dr. George B. Cairnes made 
return to the warrant that he was powerlees 
to make the arrest, whereupon Judge Bond 
certified to President Harrison the facts of 
the case, and. they will be laid before the 
President by counsel for the receivers for 
his action.

DEALINGS IN WHEAT FUTURES LEGAL. 


A Minnesota Decision in a Case Growing 
Oat of the 1882 Corner 
Durorn, Minn., Oct. 4—[Special.]—In the 
district court today a verdict was. given Mel- 
ville S. Nichols of Chicago of $1,842.75 against 
George C. Howe of this city, formerly of 
Dakota. The suit grew out of the 1882 wheat 
corner in Chicago. Howe ordered Nichols to 
sell 20,000 bushels of July wheat for him in 
that year at $1.25%, and the order was exe- 
cuted. The settlement of the deal, which 
came before the arbitration committee of the 
board of trade, finally went to the Illinois 
supreme court, and the settlement price was 
finally tixed at $1.35, at which price Nichols 
had to buy in the wheat, Howe failing to 
make delivery. The suit was to recover the 
61.275. The defense was that the deal was a 
gambling operation. Judge Stearns charged 
that dealings in futures were proper, and 
that ‘if the jury found for the plaintiff it 
could reckon the interest at 7 per cent, the 
Minnesota legal rate, instead of the ois 
rate of 6 per cent.

TWO FATAL FREIGHT TRAIN WRECES, 


Cars Go Over the Embankment at Shoals, 
Iad., and Northview, Mo. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 4.—[Special. ]—In- 
formation has reached here of a wreck that 
occurred on the New Elnora & Richmond 
railway, ten miles north of Shoals.’ A con- 
struction train out gathering ties, with twen- 
ty-sevén men on board, was thrown from the 
track down an embankment.

AR. BOGLE DOESN'T DENY IT. 


He Tells Why He Has a Portion of the City 
Sealer’s Fees. 

“There is no reason why I should deny it,” 
said Waiter S. Bogle, when asked last night as 
to the truth of the charge that he was sharing 
the fees of City Sealer Louis Adams’ office. 

The charge is the first of a series of exposures 
of Mayor Gregier's anti-réform methods in the 
admiristration of the city's business promised 
by a new democratic weekly paper, which is 
said to have been organized by a number of the 
disgusted members of the mayor's party. It 
starts out with the accusation against the mayor 
that he is. forcing his appointee in the city 
sealer’s office to divide his income with the 
chairman ot the convention which nomimated 


the mayor. 

“The-facts are just these,” said Mr. Bogle: 
“Mr. Adams and I were both applicants for the 
office of Pe pene.

‘IMMEDIATE DRAINAGE RELIEF : NEEDED. 

Every month adds to the quantity of sew- 
age that is poured into the Chicago river and 
its branches. The populawon is growing and 
manufactories are increasing. But the amount 
of water sent down the canal remains the 
same. What it was a year ago itis today, 
and unless the inert, do less city authori- 
ties can be wakened up and prodded to ac- 
tion it will be no more a year hence, and 
‘will remain the same till another election 
gives intelligence and promptness a chance 
to enter the city hall, whence they have been 
banished for six months. 

The total quantity of water now pumped is, 
perhaps, less than 50,000 cubic feet a minute, 
as not more can be forced through the nar- 
row portions of the canal. It is absurdly 
small considering the extent to which the 
river waters are polluted by sewage of the 
great city. It is too small for Chicago, and 
for the valley people who get a small dose of 
extremely filthy water instead of a larger 
flow of water in passable condition. Had 
Mayor Roche been reélected pumps would by 
this time have been in operation at Summit, 
throwing at least 30,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute from the canal into the Des- 
plaines. Up to Summit the capacity of the 
canal is easily 80,000 cubic feet, and it coula 
take that quantity at Bridgeportif provision 
were made for taking care of it at at Summit. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS’ PASTORAL LETTER. 
Cardinal Gibbons of Baitimore has issued 
a pastoral letter on the celebration of the 
100th anniversary of the establishment of the 
Catholic hierarchy in the United States, in 
which he dwells with natural pride upon the 
rapid increase of that faith in this country 
and the peaceful and pleasant relations of 
the church to the American people. There 
can be no question that the church is rapidly 
increasing in numbers, not from proselytism, 
for where it gains one Protestant girl it 
loses five Catholic boys who become Amer- 
| icanized, but from the great increase of fam- 
ilies on the one hand and heavy European 
immigration, reinforced of late by the French 
‘Canadians on the other. The policy of the 
hierarchy is to encourage large families. In 
France a different policy obtains and there 
population is stationary, but here the church 
aims to extend and multiply as rapidly as 
possible so as to obtain national control at 
the earliest day. It already has reached the 
ascendescy in some cities, and nearly eight 
of its nine millon population live in cities 
and towns.

the American are far the best), and to un- 
Americanize them. The evidences are also 
apparent that they are determined to draw 
upon the public treasury for money to sup- 
port these schools and to claim the right to 
levy public taxes for their maintenance. In 
this connection the Sazen and Celt, printed in 
this city, says: Tue Catholics are asking 
for no rights or privileges that they do not 
now possess and have possessed from the 
foundation of the republic further than a-di-

“THE BROTHERLY DOGMA OF MONROE.” 
The Monroe doctrine, or “the Brotherly 
| Dogma of Monroe,” as it is frequently styled 
in South America, was first announced in the 
annual message of President Monroe in 1823. 
The Holy Alliance,“ which had been formed 
between Russia, Austria, Prussia, and 
France, not content with regulating matters 
in Europe, had determined to take charge of 
the young Spanish-American republics on 
the western continent and convert them into 
monarchies to be ruled by sovereigns select- 
ed from European ruling families. The al- 
liance had been organized not only to guard 
the contracting nauons against foreign 
ageression but to subdue revolutionary move- 
ments, and it was considered within its scope 
to conquer the American colonies of Spain 
and restore them to European control. The 
independence of these countries had been 
recognized by the United States, and in his 
message in 1823 Monroe said: 


1.4 the existing colonies or dependencies of 
y European power we have not interfered and 
shall not interfere, but with the governments 
which have declared their independence and 
maintained it and whose independence we have, 
on great consideration and just principies, 
acknowledged, we could not view an interpost- 
tion for oppress them or controlling in any 
other manner r destiny by any European 
power in any other light than as a manifestation 
—.— unfriendly disposition toward the United 
tes. 


This was the first official statement of the 
Monroe doctrine. It did not say that the 
United States would go to war in protecting 
the independence of the Spanish-American 
republics, but merely that assaults upon them 
would be regarded as manifestations of an 
unfriendly disposition toward this country. 
Popularly, however, the Monroe doctrine was 
accepted then and is still regarded as mean- 
ing that the United States would use force in 
protecting tne republics of the south from 
European aggression and conquest. Owing 
to that belief’the proposed conquest of the 
Spanish-American republics was abandoned. 
If it had been thé policy of the United States 
merely to protest or object but not take up 
arms in defense of the southern republics 
not one of them would now be in existence 
as an independent government, but they 
would be parceled out as European de- 
pendencies and taxed and ruled by the pow- 
ers of the old world. While the government 
of the United States has never committed it- 
self to the exercise of a guardianship over 
the southern repuBlics as against Europe the 
Monroe doctrine hes been interpreted as 
meaning that it would do sqif the need ever 
arose, “The brotherly. dogma of Monroe“ 
has been the shelter of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can blics. 
«To Monroe doctrine, which implied the 
defense of the ‘southern republics from 
European aggression, it is now proposed to 
add a doctrine which looks to international 
arbitration and the protection of these coun- 
tries from war between themselves. This 
may properly be termed the Blaine doctrine. 
When he first advocated a conference of 
American nations Mr. Blaine did not pro- 
pose to take up questions of trade, but to 
con vene a peace congress” and confine it 
to the consideration of plans for the adop- 
tion of arbitration and the abolition of war 
in the three Americas. He thought a com- 
mercial conference might come later. The 
original invitations sent out by Mr. Blaine 
while Secretary of State under Garfield sug- 
gested that the deliberations of the congress 
be confined to “the one great object ot 
doing away with war between American 
nations. Mr. Blaine considered it the first 
duty of the United States to actas a mediator 
and friend toward the hot tempered people 
of the Spanish-American countries and en- 
deavor to have arbitration take the place of 
‘frequent, neediess, and sanguinary wars in 
the settlement of theirdisputes. The Blaine 
doctrine would strengthen the Monroe doc- 


greater security, peace, and independence, 
It looks first to peace throughout the Amer- 
1cas and then to improved trade relations 
between all the republics of the western 
hemisphere. It was a fitting act for the del- 
egates from Central and South America to 
-call Mr. Blaine to preside over a congress 
authorized to consider in its entirety the 
great plan which he proposed and advocated 
when first at the head of the state depart 
ment. 


MORE NEW TORK MONUMENTAL NON- 
SENSE. 

The monument epidemic has broken out 
again in New York, and this time ina new 
form. The papers of that city inform us 
that “a movement is on foot” looking to 
the perpetuation of the «memory of Capt. 
Ericsson, the inventor of the Monitor, by 
removing his vody te Trinity churchyard, 
placing it next to the grave of Robert Ful 
ton, the inventor of the steamboat, and then 
erecting a joint memorisl to the two distin- 
guished men. The idea is a pretty one. It 
would be eminently proper that Ericsson and 
Fulton should rest side by side and that their 
names should be indissolubly linked upon 
the same memorial. It would gratify the 
whole American people from a sentimental 
point of view, and Trinity churchyard would 
be an attractive resort of pilgrimage for 
every visitor to that city. | 

It is idle, however, to indulge in anticipa- 
tions of this kind, for the joint memorial 
will never be erected. Undoubtedly some 
overcreduious artists will waste their time 
in drawing designs for it, only to discover 
that they will never be wanted, and*that 
when the time comes to apPeal for subscrip- 
tions no one but Pulitzer’s will appear, and 
that with the customary string to it. 
Undaunted by the failure of the long 
list of monuments and memorial arches 
which are still on foot” and always 
will be in that city, the New York Times 
blithely says: “It is expected that the final 
arrangements will be speedily consum- 
mated and that tne memorial will be com- 
pleted and unveiled to public view in time 
to constitute one of the cardinal and com- 
manding attractions of the worid’s fair in 
1592.” Ot course nothing of the kind is ex- 
pected, nor is it expected that New York will 
have the world's fair. The one is as impos- 
sible as the other. The New York million- 
aires have now proposed to erect haif a 
dozen Monuments and almost as many me- 
morial arches and haven’t raised fifty cents 
in hard cash tor any one of them, and never

JURORS IN IOWA. 


: COMPETENT 
A decision of the supreme court of Iowa 
just announced takes advanced ground as to 


the opinions or information which disqualify 


from jury service. The case was that of | 


the state against Munchrath, who was in- 
dicted as an accéssory to the murder of the 
Rev, George Haddock at Sioux City... The 
murder was pecuharly atrocious, and at- 
tracted general attention throughout "the 
country as well as in Iowa. Everybody in 
that state above the level of an illiterate had | 
read about the crime, and yet after several 
of the defendants had been tried and reports 
of the sworn testimony published in all the 
papers it was not found difficult to get a jury. 
Several of the jurors said they had read the 
reports, which they supposed included all the 
testimony produced in thé first trial, and haa 
formed opinions on the basis of such in- 
formation, but the supreme court neverthe- 
less held them competent. Heretofore it has 
been generally held that the reading of re- 
ports of testimony taken in court would dis- 
qualify, since such accounts would naturally 
carry weight and be more cénvincing than 
hearsay, rumor, etc. Notwithstanding the 
reading of such reports the lowa supreme 
court considers a juror competent if he will 
state that he can render a Verdict on the law 
and the evidence produced before him in 
court. In weighing the testimony he is not 
supposed to confine himself to what the wit- 
nesses say, but is to take into consideration 
their manner and appearance and judge of 
their credibility. It seems rather difficult in 
lowa for a man to escape jury service on the 
score of his newspaper reading. About the 
only way for him to get out of the box is to 

declare himself so stupidly or bigovedly prej- 
udiced that he would not consider testimony 
and would deliberately violate he juror’s 
oath to render an impartial verdict on the 
evidence produced in court and on that alone. 


PROHIBITION has carried in both the Dako- 
tas. The result 1s as might have been ex- 
pected when tne character of the population 
of the Dakotas is considered. The two new 
states have been largely settled from prohi- 
bition Iowa, while Illinois, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota have also contributed 
largely from their prohibition element. Asa 
rule farmers believe in prohibition and the 
people of the Dakotas are largely made up of 
farmers. They don’t like doggeries and sa- 
loons, and don’t want their sons to go in 
them to spend their evenings, They are most- 
ly church members. They obey the laws them- 
selves and can hardly imagine such a thing 
as the ignoring of sumptuary laws on the 
plea that personal liberty is violated. They 
fancy that a paper statute is all that is neces- 
sary to secure prohibition where the popular 
sentiment is against it. Being abstainers 
themselves voluntarily it does not appear a 
difficult task to them to force city people to 
abstain from liquor. They are an honest, 
straightforward, God-fearing, simple minded 
people, and, being such, are able to enforce 
statutory prohibition in all rural districts; but 
if North Dakota had a city of even 50,000 und 
South Dakota one of 100,000 inhabitants they 
would speedily comprehend the difficulty of 
squelching the alcoholic appetite and com- 
pélling men to be teetotalers. It is rather an 
interesting spectacle this of the two prohibi- 
tion Dakotas, with prohibition Kansas and 
high license and local option Nebraska south 
of them, and prohibition Iowa and high li- 
cense and local option Minnesota east of 
them. “ 


What to Do with Juvenile Offenders. . 

Last Sunday THe TRIBUNE told Mayor Oregier, 
who had said it was all wrong to send boys and 
girls to the bridewell to herd with hardened 
criminals and that they should be shut up by 
themselves, where to find a site for buildings for 
the special accommodation of young misdemean- 
ants and how to. get the money with which to 
build them.. He has not yet made use of the in- 
formation. But little things are happening all 
the time which should make him ashamed to de- 
lay beginning the good work. He has just been 
asked to release from the bridewell a 9-year-old 
boy who was sent there on a $50 fine, which is. 
the equivalent of a sentence of 108 days, if 
fmends do not come forward with the money. 
The grievous offense committed by this young- 
ster was being caught sleeping in a wagon. The 
gravity of this crime is fully appreciated by jus- 
tices of the peace. Aman who Knocks down a 
woman is fined $10. A highway robber gets 
off with an equal dose, but the youth of 
Chicago must be taught that the rights of 
wagons must be respected. There appears 
to be no special reason why this boy of 9, even if 
he bas thus offended against the laws, should be 
given 108 days of bridewell, because he will learn 
nothing there which will be of any use to him in 
his future life, unless he intends to de a profes- 
‘sional criminal. If his mind ts set on that, and 
society thinks nis ambition a noble one, then he 
has gone to the best of all places. For at the 
bridewell he will find tutors who will gladly give 


him lessons in every branch of crime, and charge 


him nothing for their services, for tuition is free 
at the schools which the devil runs. But if the 
reformatory THE TRIBUNE proposed were now 
in operation this small boy ‘woul be separated 
from evit companions and would get about a 
hundred days of schooling, so that when Ke went 
back to the outside world he would vents much 
more of good and no moré of evil than when he 
left it. Cannot the mayor make the case of this 
boy a text from which to preach to the council? 
There is room for reformatory buildings on the 
western end of the bridewell lot, and the inter 
est money wrenched from the grabbing brewer 
and city treasurer will build them.

WHERE IS THE “ PRIVATE SNAP” } 


Ald. Cullerton Should Explain His Oppo- 
sition to Ald. Dixon’s Pian for fuel Gas. 


Ald. Cullerton says he is opposed to Ald. 
Dixon's plan to get the city a fuel gas plant, be- 
cause when that was built it would be only “a 
private snap.” But as he wants the city to have 
such a plant he. suggests what he considers a 
better scheme. It is: . 

“There is a gas plaut—the Equitable—lying 
idle, I believe that the city could easily pur- 
chase that at a low price and thus avoid tear- 
ing up the streets. if this could be succom- 
plishea then I should bein favor of wiping out 
the appropriation of $500,000 for sewers.”’ 

In thé first place, supposing the city does buy 
the Equitable’s works and pipe, and thus regains 
a franchise for which it is reported the cor- 
porators paid some of the aldermen a good round 
sum—as Ald. Cullerton may have heard—it will 
then have taken but a sbort step toward its goal. 
That plant supplies but a limited north and 
south side territory. Itis practically limited to 
the business district, where the demand for 
illuminating gas is the greatest, Butthe design 
of a fuel gas plant is to furnish a substitute for 
col to the 200,000 householders of Chicago, who 
are really all outside of the Equitable’s mains. It 
would be necessary to lay hundreds of miles of 
pipe and construct other works before the cit 
could be said to have a fuel gas plant which 
would be of the slightest value to private con- 
sumers, including Ald. Cullerton's constituents, 
whose interests are always near to his heart. 

But, supposing the city were to decide to buy the 
franchise which was once sold by boodle aldermen 
as a private snap.“ where would the money 
come from? Not from the sale of bonds, while 
the state valuation is what it is. Not from the 
surplusicash in the treusury—for there is none. 
The property cannot be bought on time, to be

et by the Equitable itself or the gas trust, 
which owns it, to lease the works to the 

y for; say, 850.000 a year, with the option of 

urchasing them if it saw fit at any time to do 
so? By this arrangement the city would incur 
no lability except for each year’s rental, which 
would be provided for in the appropriation bill.

of railroad operation which secures to the 
public all it ought to have and preserves to 
the railroads all they are entitled to. The 
railroads must, therefore, Mr. Beach 
argues. set about iu earnest to de- 
vise a remedy or we sball presently 
be face to face with governmental 
operation.

ELECTING A PARLIAMENT FAVORING UNION. 

Alter the most careful and deliberate exam- 
ination of the subject,“ replied Mr. Wiman, its

“ Theoretically, no.“ was the reply of Mr. Wi- 
man. Up'to this time, as I have beforestated, 
England has not exercised her power of disal- 
lowance on any act of legislation by the Cana- 
dian parliament. Even. when the of 1878 
Was enacted, by which English g such as 
cotton and sugar, were taxed almost out of 
sight, the English government did not interfere. 
Sir Joha Macdon d, the leading tory loyalist of 
the country, when the question was asked 
whether British connection would not be im- 
periled by this discrimination sgainst English 


goods, and whether Great Britain would not fn- 


terfere, remarked that if the connection was in- 
terfered with ‘so much the worse for British 
connection.’ It is just possible that, inagmuch 
as the measure enacting commercial union:-pro- 
poses that English goods “should be taxed 
and American goods admitted free, the 
governor. general would deem it sufficientiy 
important to withhold his consent and end 
the measure to the imperial government for al- 


lowance or disallowance. If the imperial gov- 


ernment, after a full representation by a com- 
mittee from the Dominion parliament, withheld 
its consent from a perfect freedom of commerce 
between the United States and Canada, and if 
there was thus a disposition shown to sacrifice 
the interests of the Canadian farmer. lomber- 
man, fisherman, and miner for the befiefit of the 
English munufacturer, the case would seem so 
hopeless to thinking Canadians that there would 
be an immediate and rapid growth in the annexa- 
tion sentiment, and more would be done by that 
act of disallowance to sever the tie which binds 
Canada to Great Britain than almost anything 
eise that could occur. But the general opinion is 
that Canada would be allowed to do as she chose 
in a matter so peculiarly affecting her vital An- 
terest«, and that England would, within a short 
time, consent to the concurrent iegislation neces- 
sary to bring about a perfect commercial union 
between the two countries. The at advantage 
of this plan is, that to make it effective requires 
diplomacy, that Eugland 
is not brought at first into the matter at 
all, but that dy a simple act of 
Canada on the one hand the United 
States on the other such acommercial partner- 
ship is created as will vastly benefit the interest 
of both countries. At any rate. the experiment 
might be tried by the United States. The Hitt 
resolution, if passed, binds them to nothing ex- 
cept the willingness to make an arrangement if 
Canada provides the necessary facilities for it 
anc expres an opinion favorable to it. Neither 
is Canada bound until these commissidners re- 

rt and Congress takes action. The Hitt reso- 
ution is simply a step in the right direction, but 
itisastepfull of the greatest significance to 
both countries.“ 


HOW CANADA WOULD BE BENEFITED. 

“Suppose the British government consented 
to the arrangement by which American 8 
were admitted free and English goods amen ana 
8 created for Canadian goods in the 

nited States, what would be the consequences 
to eee eons on 

The consequences of a free admission into 
the United States of Canadian goods would be 
to stimulate enormously the growth of Canada. 
She would grow with the same rapidity as have 
the new states, because her development would 
have the largest scope. In this, beyond ques- 
tion, the American people would participate, and 
to accomplish it they would be the practical in- 
strumentality. The result would be in the 
course of five, ten, or fifteen years a large influx 
would take place of an American element into 
Canada, and this would“ have such an influence 
upon legisiation as to sha and mold the 
future policy of the country. at the end of ten 
or twenty years snnexation was deemed advisa- 
dle it could de effected much more readily than 
under existing circumstances. The advantages 
of personal contact with the Americans, the en- 
largement of commerce and trade between the 
two countries,a more thorough knowledge of 
American ingtitutions, a participation in their 
banking facilities, absorption of their capital, 
and the freest intercou 
intermarriage, etc., and, above all, the beneficial 
results of American energy and American enter- 
prisé upon the latent resources of Canada would 
certainly enlarge the chances of a political union

“Yes, undoubtedly; and I honestiy believe 
that the truest loyalist to British institutions in 
Canada todayis the most ardent commercial 
unionist.

If that advantage 
can be got while maintaining her political auton- 
omy, and avoiding a political complication with 
this country. there is no argument in favor of an- 
nexation.

cating 8 in the last 125 years of a most 
extraordinary character. This growth equals 25 
per cent per annum, which at the same ratio of 
8 would in fifty years make a French 
man Catholic population in this country, if 
* dee were admitted as a state, of between 
15,000,000 and 18,000,000 people. If the United States 
desires to repeat the experiment of tne Irish vote 
and rr ruled by a foreign element; 
and if a union of this class and the French 
should be effected the descendant of the native 
American might in fifty years become almost 
tically extinct so far as influence is con- 
There are other antagonistic elements 
} which it would take a long time to 
d. There are a sufficient number of 
problems already pressing fur solution with the 
American people without assuming an additional 
territory equal in extent to their present area, 
and taking within their fold a people whose 
litical affinities and education are somewhat 
ifferent from those prevailing here. If all the 
advan of acommercial relation could be 
got without assuming these political burdens it 
would seem the truest wisdom to adopt that 
policy, atany rate as an alternative or experi- 
mental one.’ 
HOW WE WOULD BE BENSFITED. 
“What advantage would come to the United 
States from a commercial union with Canada?” 
In the first place, there would be a market 
among five millions of people of precisely the 
same tastes, absorbing the same kind of goods, 
as in this country. The United States is mak- 
Strong efforts to extend trade with South 
and Spanish America. There is among ali these 
nationalities combined a population of 55.000, 
of people, absorbing at — American goods 
to the extent of 900000, per annum. There is 
in Canadas a population of 5,000,000, who are now 
consuming American goods to the extent of #50,- 


000,000 per annum— people with the same 


language, the same laws, the same literature. 
If by asingle act of Congress the tariff of the 
United States could be made to extend right 
around the continent, so as to enormously in- 
crease the area ot her commerce, it would seem 
to be the wisest policy to adopt. Another great 
ddvantage to the United States would be that 
she could procure in many articles an abundant 
supply of free raw material. This is especially 
the case in iron from Nova Scotia, and indeed 
from all parts of the Dominion; coke, coal, woo), 
lamber, and all kinds oof fish, and 
cheapened food, especially for New Eu- 
land localities. The sacrifice so far as tne 
nited States is concerned is slight. Today the 
amount of duty collected by the United States 
treasury on Canadian products, nearly alto- 
gether on raw material, approaches $6,000,000 per 
annum. This is at the rate of less than 10 cents 


’ @ head for the population of the United States. 


For this trivial, insignificant sum, the mapu- 
facturers and traders of the United States are 
shut out of an area of trade almost equal to 
their own, while | of their manufacturers 
languish because of inability to compete, owing 

the tax on raw material. By commercial 
unibn a great number of important articles 
could be got from a near by source of supply; 
while at the same time the men who produce 
these articles could be made consumers of 
American manufactures. A commercial union 
with the greater bait of the continent would 
simply mean an extension of trade as in anew 
state or territory, without -_— com plica- 
tions, without any financial sacrifices worth 
naming, and with an absolute advantage to all 
concerned.” 

RECIPROCITY. VS. COMMERCIAL ONION. 

„Ot course you noticed. Mr. Wiman. that at the 
recent session in Boston of Mr. Hoar’s commit- 
tee on Canadian relations there were many 
opinions favorable to a renewal of reciprocity, 
while serious doubts were expressed as to the 
feasibility of commercial union. What have you 
to say to this evidently. growing demand for rec- 
iprocity in preference to commercial union?” 

“If the reciprocity advocated before Mr. 
Hoar’s committee.“ replied Mr. Wiman, is that 
which is to be confined only to natural products 
of Canada and the United States, on the lines of 
the old treaty, of course Canada would jump at 
it. The tory party, as weil as others in Canada, 
would mdst gladly accept this, because Canada 
would thereby secure a m of inestimable 
value without the slightest sacrifice, or indeed 
the sligntest return except as affording 
a free market for a small supoly of corn, 
coal and cotton. The possibility of renewing 
that kind of jughandied reciprocity, as it is 
called, is ¢xceegingly remote, when one recalis 
the tremendous preponderance of the western 
agricultural states in Congress. Nor is the kind 
of reciprocity advocated before Mr. Hoar’s com- 
mittee, that which would confine itself to natural 
products, but rather that which would inciude 
manufactures also. Now it is all very well to 
propose a reciprocity in manufactures as well as 
in natural products, but if the barriers are to be 
com 28 broken down between Canada and 
the Patte States, how is Canada to get a rev- 
enue with which to pay her heavy interest charges 
and sustain her government? Certainly, if her 
markets are to be flood with American 
goods under reciprocity, and littie or no goods 
are to be brought in from England or other coun- 
tries, the import duties realized under her 
present tariff would yield a sum altogether too 
smali for the expensiveness with which our 
Canadian friends are governing themselves. Be- 
sides this there would be nothing to prevent Can- 
ada from so adjusting her tariff as to admit par- 
tially manufactured goods from England, finish- 
ing them in Montreal and Toronto, and sendin 
them into this country as Canadian manufacture 
goods. Certainly when the shrewd American 
manufacturers begin to understand that the kind 
of reciprocity advocated before Mr. Hoar's com- 
mittee will permit such a possibility, it will have 

o chance whatever of being offered.” 

THE CANADIAN REVENUS. 

“Tf commercial union were inaugurated how 
would Canada get her revenue, which you seem 
to think impossible to provide under a reciprocity 
of manufactures?’ was then asked. 

“Under commercial union there would be a 
uniform tariff right round the continent instead 
of athwart it. That turiff the United States 
would practically fix. It would doubtless be 
jointly administered under a commission, in 
which of course the United States must neces- 
sarily have a majority. The revenues of both 
countries would be put into a common fund, or, 
in other words, pooled, and after the total ex- 
penses of collection were puid the sum would be 
divided in Kr to popalaton. The same 
plan would have to be adopted in the collection 
of the internal revenue. Itis true that accord- 
ing to the existing figures Canada under this 
agreement would realize a less rcvenue than she 
does now, and this because no duties whatever 
would be paid on American goods that would 
then reach her consumers without paying duty, 
while, in consequence of this freedom from taxa- 
tion, the consumption of American goods 
would enormously inctease, thus lessening vast- 
ly the importation of English goods, now yield- 
ing a revenue. But whatever would be the rev- 
enue which Canada would realize under com- 
mercial union it would certainly always equal 
per capita that of the United States, and if Can- 
ada cannot govern herself economicaily, and as 
reasopably as the United States. there is some- 
thing wrong in the administration of her affairs 
that cought to be righted. When one recalis the 
fact that under the existing plan of taxation the 
national debt has been reduced, and a surplus 
accumulated at which the world wonders, surely 
the present equilibrium of taxation maintained 
would yieid to Canada enough to govern herself, 
ifshe had per capita the same revenue as the 
United States. If at first her revenues were in- 
sufficient under commercial union to pav her in- 
terest or sustain her government, @ provision 
might be made that, say for five or ten years, 
the average sum heretofore realized from im- 
ports and internal revenue should be maintained 
out of we general fund; or what is much 
more indepeadent and just, that she should levy 
a airect tax upon her own people, in the shape af 
& stamp act, or some other mode to make up the 
deficiency. If the dominion government reduced 
or entirely ceased to pay her provincial subsidies 
it would bridge the difficulty. The Americans 
could well afford to thus divide the joint revenue 
according to pulation with Canada, because 
what Canadians lost in the shape of import 
duty the American manufacturers would more 
than gain in the shape of profit from the greatly 
increased quantity of goods sent into that coun- 
try free of duty. Commercial union is not a bar- 
gain in which profit is made on one side by loss 
on the other; it is acommercial pagtnership in 
which both partners make a profil hund a profit 
the magnitude of which no man can tell.“

Unqualified Acceptance of the Wool Grow- 
ers’ Resolutions. 

New York, Oct. 4.—The National associa

She Would Not Swear Falsely Even to 
Save Her Honor.

Washburn of Christ's church, Dr. Frye, 
Justice Chipp, several members of the choir, 
and neat members of the church.

If the present dry, warm weather con- 
tanues farmers in southern Nebraska will 
commence to crib their corn rext week. New 
corn will start in at about 15 centson a 
basis of a 25 cent rate point to Chicago. 
As the pricé of corn will be much lower on 
tne opening of the new crop year, it is ex- 
pected that farmers will not be free seliers. 
The oid corm has been sold out much closer 
than usual. In southern Iowa the corn is 
not fit to gather in many iocalities. The 
price of new corn will open at from 18 to 20 
cents, though feeders have paid the present 
week a little more for round lots of ear corn. 

Rains engugh have fallen in South Da- 
kota to make good piowing. Farmers are 
late with their work, but they will sell the 
most of their cropjust as soon as they are 
through with their plowing.

The articie was written for a tempo- 
rary use and there was nothing in it to 
cause any reader to remember it after the 
immediate occasion had passed away. If 
the plagiarist had offered his literary swag 
to any other editor his theft wouid not have 
been suspected. His 1d luck led him to sub- 
mit his manuscript to the only person in the 
country who couid have known its origin and 
reai authorship. 

A rural clergyman in New York had the 
courage upon one occasion to offer a literal 
transcript of Dickens’ Christmas Carol“ to 
a New York editor for sale, and when the 
editor objected that the work was aiready 
widely Known as Dickens’, the clergyman 
solemnly protested mat he could not imagine 
how the author of *Pickwick’’ could ha 
got at his manuscript, which had been locked 
up for years in his parsonage desk. The ed- 
itor was unable to aid him with any plausible 
conjecture. ) 

Some years ago a student in the Univer- 
sity of California made a collection of the 
best college magazine poems he could 
find, and among the pieces was one of 
unusual quality, whose author had 
been much admired throughout the college 
world for his remarkable production.

AFFAIRS AT THE PENSION OFFICE. 


Its Condition During the Interregnum— 
i Coming Attack on Bussey. 

Washington Special to to New York Post: 
Affairs at the pension bureau are in anything 
but a satisfactory condition, as may be 
imagined from the fact that business flows in 
with as much rapidity when there is nota 
commissioner as when there is, and that the 
office has now been for some weeks without 
a responsible head. 

The acting commissioner, Hiram Smith, is 
a man who, like Tanner, had nothing but his 
maimed body to recommend bim to the notice 
of the administration, and his appointment 
was for partisan effeci only. He has 
no head for business, and it is this 
fact, of which Secretary Noble 1s pain- 
fully conscious, that has furnished the real 
reason for a suspension of all important 
activities at the bureau tillanew commis- 
sioner can be appointed. The plea that Mr. 
Smith makes no changes in the status quo 
because he is afraid of embarrassing his next 
chief 1s convement but evasive. The person 
he is really afraid of embarrassing is the 
secretary. 

1 Tanner spends the larger part of 
his time in seclusion nowadays. Chance vis- 
itors at his home in Georgetown ure kindly 
received, but not encouraged to repeat their 
calis frequently. His family stand guard over 
him to see that he does no moreof his ruinous 
talking. In spite of their care. however, he 
has once or twice burst the bonds of silence 
to speak his mind about Private Daizeli, 
whom he now regards as a greater enemy 
even than Assistant Secretary Bussey. It 
would make the garrulous private’s ears 
ting!e to hear the corporal launch expletives 
at him; but there is no quesvon among Tan- 
ner’s friends here that Dalzell has killed 
Tanner's chances for any desirable place 
under the present administration, Gen. 
Brown's for the pension commissionership, 
and his own for anything in anybody’s gift 
now and forevér more. 

In ſone way; however, Dalzell's dishonora- 
ble course towards his old friend has 
wrought some good for the apparent victim 
of it. The sensationgcaused by it has stirred 
up afresh the fires of wrath in the souls of 
the corporal’s cronies, who were in danger of 
soon reaching an apathetic condition. vig- 
orous Campaign aguinst Bussey as the direct 
author of the trouble has been begun. The 
plan of its engineers is to rake up evidence 
to prove thas Bussey’s army record was 
marred by acts of cowardice. The assistant 
secretary’s friends, of course, indignantly 
deny the charge when questioned, but his eu- 
emies declare that they have proofs which, 
when laid before the public, will compel him 
to retire to private life. What these are 
they refuse to reveal for the present, confin- 
ing themselves to general and indefinite 
accusation. Their guns will next be trained 
upon Secretary Noble, though what grounds 
they will select for attacking him is not 
plain. It may be said, moreover, that any 
person chosen for pension commissioner by 
the President, if of higher rank than a 
captain during the war, will have 
his character thoroughly sifted as soon 
as his name comes out in the news- 
pa bers. The line has deen drawn 
between the “shouiderstrappers” and the 
“boys,” as the agitators themselves express 
it. The President, Secretary Noble, Assist- 
ant Secretary Bussey, Warner, Merrill, Fair- 
child, Brown, Powell, and, indeed, about ail 
the men whose names have become familiar 
in connection with the late imbroglio, except 
Lanner, were commissioned officers of rather 
high degree; and the idea has seized a large 
body of the rank and file of the Grand. Army, 
it is said, that their prganizauon has been 
made use of for the personal benefit of these 
officers as a means of seifaggrandizement in 
politics and elsewhere.

The beautiful goldenrod, which bas almost be- 
come a national flower in this northern Ohio, is 
now and has been for two weeks a brown, frost- 
bitten relic of its shortlived beauty. Has it 
occurred to any one of its favorites as a national 
flower—that it is almost the last flower of the 
season and im this part of the land is 
often blasted by early frosts before it blooms in 
ful?

Their cries of alarm seem to be 
wasted on the air, so far as arousing tne 
people is concerned. b 5 

Several of the smaller newspapers have re- 
buked these dailies for advocating what they 
term “a policy full of ruin for the south.” 
Some few of ine ieee planters are writing 
letters of protest to the editors, but the 
great mujority of the people are going about 
their business with no fears of Soutn Caro- 
lina ever again coming upder the power of 
its African population. 

Ifthe African Methodist church has any 
serious idea of btarting an exodus of the 
negroes from the south their leaders here 
know nothing of it. The hers profess 
to believe the whole story nothing but a wild 
sensation 3 dy some aed caer 
newspaper simply for the N 0 n 
attention to its j fas — Rev. John 
Johnson, an intelligent young circuit rider of 
Berkeley county, in talking of the matter the 
other day said that he was not authorized to 
speak for his church, but he felt sure there 
was no real foundation for the report, It 
probably originated from some rash remarks 
of a discontented preacher whose ambition 
ran morein the direction of politics than in 
the service of his God.

Henry Wiison, acoiored school teacher of 
Colleton county, thinks the exodus a wild 
scheme and is sorry that it has been agitated. 
He thinks that the Uzor expedition to Libe- 
ria should show the colored people the foily 
of the whole thing, but he greatly fears that 
a loud mouthed, oily tongued agitator can 
lead thousands of them anywhere he pleases. 
In his opinion the colored people can do bet- 
ter here in South Carolina than they can any- 
where else in the world. There is no rea- 
son for us to leave, so why not stop this agi- 
tation!“ says Mr. Wilson. 

There are, without doubt, however, many 
whites ia this State who would gladly see 
every negro in it removed, and at any mo- 
ment the embers which the newspapers re- 
ferred to have left smoldering may be 
fanned into a wide spreading flame. But, as 
I said, the property owning whites are not 
yet ready to lose in a rush all their wealth 
producing laborers merely for chromatic sen- 
timent. : 

State Senator Charles S. G. Sinkler of 
Berkeley county,jexpresses this view exactly: 
In the first place it seems tome that the 
deportation of the negro is impracticabie, 
An effortin that direction would probably 
result in the sending off of the most ambi- 
tions and well to do, leaving with us a large 
number of the idie and thriftiess, thus de- 
feating the prime motive of this extraordi- 
nary scheme, which in brief aims to export 
every negro from South Carohna and supply 
his place with thrifty white immigrants. 

„But if we assume that in a given time we 
can banish the negroes en masse to Kansas 
what will become of the planters of South 
Carolina and the employers of labor gener- 
ally in the interregnum which must ensue 
between the departure of the blacks and the 
imaginary influx of white immigration! It 
would simply resultin tne paralysis of these 
industries ut any rate, while in the course 
of adaptation to changed conditions—and we 
vould be sacrificed to a visionary experi- 
ment of the News and Courier, tne Greenville 
News, and Senator Hampton.“

The Use of Anthracite Screenings. 

CutIcaGo, Sept. 30.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
With reference to the smoke nuisance about 
which so much has been written of late in all the 
Chicago papers, and wbich you have taken spe- 
cial interest in abating, I have never seen 
broached the proposition to use anthracite 
screenings instead of soft coal. All schemes for 
doing away with the smoke nuisance seem to be 


ased on the use of smoke consumers, and as } 


near as 1 can learn none of them 
has ever been successful, at all times. 
In handling anthracite over docks in 
this city from 5 to 7 per cent of wastage is in- 
curred, This wastage is known ip this market 
as anthracite screenings and in the eastern min- 
ing regions of Pennsylvania as culm. This is 
pure carbon and is used in Pennsylvania for fuel 
at the mines, and we use it here at our docks for 
hoisting, which wires a constant head of 
steam; and this anthracite waste could readily 
be used by manutecturers and in bundings with 
simple 1 — and remove all trouble from 
smoke. screenings could be furnished at 
$1.75 per ton, and one ton, in my opinion, would 
be equal to two toas of soft coal n 
that it would be relatively the cheapest 1 
that could be used, aside from making no ap- 
préciable smoke. It is the simplest way to 
abate the smoke nuisance at the least expense, 
and while at er there ——— not * enough 
made to supply all parties, amount is rapidly 
increasing — the price decreasing.

‘{ 0) Duck shooting in or near Cook county is 
pretty nearly played out. It ig too early yet, 
anyway, as the ducks have not yet come in from 
the north. The flight does not usually begin un- 
til arter Nov. 1, at the earliest. After the water 
fowl have come in you can get good shooting in 
the Illinois river marshes and in those of tne 
Kankakee. Hennepin is perhaps headquarters 
for the former locality and can be reached by a 
nümder of roads. The latter may be reached by 
the Illinois Central, Nickel Plate, Baltimore & 
Ohio, and other roads. (2) Wolf, Calumet, 
George, and other lakes of the Calumet system 
afford reasonably good shooting during the sea- 
son, tut the flight depends upon the weather, and 
one day there may be plenty of sport and the 
next none at all. Wolf lake is reached by the 
Fort Wayne or the Lake Shore, though neither 
of them directly to it, and a walk is necessary. 
(3) There is no duck shooting to speak of on the 
Desplaines, though good sport may be had with 
jack snipe and plover. (4) It is not too late for 


chicken shooting. There is none, however, worth 


going for much nearer than 100 miles from Chi- 
cago. To reach it take the Illinois Central and 
get off at any of the stopping places, beginning 
with Chebause.

Paris the Great Headquarters for Inde- 
; cent Publications. 

Boston Transcript Paris Letter: The exhi- 
bition of vile books on che stallq outside 
librarians’ windows is at all times an offeuse 
against decency in Paris, but during the last 
three or tour months the scandal has become 
such as to justify any modern Juvenal in de- 
scribing this city as an immense lupanar. 
Old Rome as described by Juvenal could 
hardly have been more corrupt than is Paris 
of the present day, to judge from the 
literature that one sees everywhere of- 
fered for sale with absolute liberty and 
absolute shamelesspess. The government 
pretends to exercise some control in the 
interest of public morals over pictures and 
illustrations, but the pen and the printing 
press are free to pander to the worst pas- 
sions.: Books fessedly obscene are those 
which meet with the best sale. A gloss of 
luxury is generally put upon all this vileness 
by means of fine paper and printing and en- 
eravings that are often beautiful from an 
artistic point of view. A work of this kind 
entitled Pour Dire Entre Hommes,” which 
appeared a few months ago, has now run 
through several editions. No financial risk 
appears to be incurred in publishing litera- 
ture of this sort. It pays, consequently men 
of talent. are enticed to wallow in the 
slough. The prostitution of the arts to the 
most sordid aims was never more flagrant- 
ly apparent in Paris that itis at the present 
time. In addition to the ordinary supply of 
indecent literature intended for French read- 
ers, a mass of literary obscenity has issued 
from the press this summer for strangers at- 
tracted by the exhibition. And the fact is 
worth observing, inasmuch as it is not at all to 
the creditof the Anglo-Saxon race,. that when 
such putrescence is published in a forei 
tongue the language chosen is invariab 
Euglish. It must tind plenty of purchasers 
or — would not be such keen competition 
in supplying the market. The indifference 
of the French legislator and the nation gen- 
erally to the disgrace that is inseparable 
from the publie display of all this obscenity 
in the streets of the capital is really astonish- 
ing. One is forced to the conclusion that the 
spirit of uncleanness must be strong in a peo- 
ple who can tolerate tne spectacle of this 
Viliainous traffic being carried on with the 
same publicity as in the sale of any otber 
articles de Paris.

An Englishman Who Sas Long Lived in 
France Gives the Results of His Studies 
—The Dominant Tendencies of the Two 
Countries—The Art of Lying—The Mar- 

/ plage Customs and Social Intercourse— 
Decorum and Money —Cleanliness and 


Courage, 
New York Herald: When Englishmen and 
Frenchmen write about each other the pub- 
lic muy generally look for a great deal of fun 
—and lying. Two peoples more utterly un- 
likein character and purpose could scarcely 
be imagined by any one who believe all they 
say about each other, nor could any one, ob- 
taining his information only from the sources 
indicated, believe that there was much wor- 
thy of admiration in human character in 
either country. It is quite a revelation, 
therefore, when an intelligent and fair 
minded observer like Philip Gilbert Hamer- 
ton puts into print the results of his studies 
of the two countries and their people. Mr. 
Hamerton is an Englishman, but he has lived 
in France a great deal, and apparently he 
has outlived the current English impression, 
voiced in a recent play, that no advantages 
of opportunity or environment can deprive 
the Frenchmen of frogs’ legs as a distin- 
guishing mark. 
Mr. Hamerton devotes nearly 500 pages to 


a comparative view of the two peoples 


and treats the French more fairly than any 
of his predecessors in literature. Being En- 
lish it is impossible for nim not to imply that 
his own countrymen are a little—though only 
@ little—superior to the French in almost 
every respect. He apologizes for the serious 
tone of his book. He aims to be just, he 
gays. Without justice amore dashing and 
brilliant book might easily be written. Just 
writing does not amuse, but malevolence 
may be made extremely entertaining.“ Con- 
sequently what the author says of tne French 
is in cold blood; even in this form it might be 
exasperatiing. For instance, he charges both 
nations with a great deal of lying; the 
Frenchman stretches the truth in his ex- 
pressed admiration. for art, the Englishman 
when he talks of literature, 

“T notice’a difference in * between 
French and English lying. The French are 
durmg enough, but they are not really clever 
in the art.. They have much audacity, out 
littie skill They will say what is not true 
with wonderful decision, and they will stick 
to it atterward; but the Englishmen pass 
them infinitely in craft and guile. The 
typical French lie is a yore ag shameless in- 
vention; the typical English lie is not merely 
half a truth, it is entangied with half a dozen 
truths, or sembiances of truths, so that it 
becomes most difficult to separate them. The 
French writer who publishes a falsehood al- 
ways relies greatly on the ignorance of his 

ers; the English writer, on the other 


hand, is aware that his public knows a little 


of everything, though its knowledge is inex- 
act, so he pays some deference to this sort of 
inexact knowledge by referring to those 
facts that an indolent and confused memory 
may retain.’’ 

On the generai subject of justice the author 
finds little to praise in the more intelligen" 
French classes. Fair to one another in the 
affairs of everyday life, “there is little in- 
teilectual justice in France, the only men 
who cultivate the virtue being a few thought- 
ful philosophers who have little influence in 
the nation.” The French might with good 
reason retort in kind, but no Engiishman, not 
even Mr. Hamerton, would see the point. In 
purity, however, the author believes the two 
peovies fairly balanced. Having lived in 
both countries, he believes rustic morals are 
nearly on the same level in both. 

„The French never think that they are 
purer than other people; they imagine that 
the weakness of humanity is the same every- 
Where. . The goddess of French maid- 
enhood is not the goddess of lubricity, but 
her exact opposite, the holy virgin. It has 
been written, with slight exaggeration, that 
every French girl is called Marie; it is not an 
exaggeration to say that every French girl 
brought up in the Catholic religion is taught 
to look to the holy virgin as her ideal. It 
may be ans that the Virgin Mary is not 
unknown in Engiand either; certainly the 
Virgin Mary is known there, but La nte 
Vierge is not.”’ : 

In point of thrift the author finds his coun- 
trymen far behind the French. He says: 
„ may begin by admitting quite frankly 
that the French are incomparabiy suverior to 
the English in thrift. The natural talent for 
thriftis far commoner in France than Eu- 
gland. The French are prudent as a ruie 
and capable of limiting their desires. They 
have also a great love of independence, a 
horror of debt, a readiness to accept and 
avow a modest social position, and tney have 
(in spite of apparent frivolity) a foresight 
that looks d long way into the future.“ 
Of course, another side of the question is 
found and discussed, but tarift is so high a 
virtue that the defects of character which it 
may cause are not for a moment to be com- 

ared with the recklessness of the English 
ower classes and the rage of some higher 
orders to appear “genteel,” no matter at

„All the tendencies of modern amusements 
and occupations separate men and women in 
France. As examples I may mention the in- 
crease of smoking and gambling and the de- 
cline of conversation and dancing. The un- 
crease ot smoking has the effect of leaving 


men together after dinner to smoke a cigar- 


ette. In former times they went to the draw- 
ingroom with the ladies, and looked upon the 
English as bores for doing otherwise. peri 
under pretext of a cigarette, Frenchmen wi 
remain away from ladies almost the whole 
evening. The increusé of gambling makes 
the card table more interesting than femi- 
nine small talk. As .to conversation, it is 
difficult to maintain it with ladies in a coun- 
try where they have such a small share in 
the religious and political opinions of men, 
and where literature has little interest for 
either,’ | | 

The reader is not to be blamed for wonder- 
ing when and where in English society con- 
versation is restricted to religion itics, 
and literature. According to Mr. Hamerton 
there is no sociability among the French 
peasantry. ‘“‘Not only do the nts ab- 
stain from invitations, but they do not even 
meet tor an evening’s chat at each other’s 
houses.“ 

When it comes to personal success, as the 
English and Americans regard it, Mr. Hamer- 
— finds the better class of Frenchmen hope- 

ess: : 

There is hardly any kind of success which 
a French gentleman desires and which 1s at 
the same time possible for him. He cannot 
desire success in trade or in any lucrative 
profession because ali the trades and profes- 
sions are beneath him. His former possibili- 
ties of success lay im court favor, but now 
there is no court. It is bon ton to despise of- 
ficial posts under the republic. The gentry 
do not enter the church, except panna — 
the regular orders, and therefore cannot loo 
for bishoprics. The fine arts and professional 
work ig literature are of course infinitely 
beneath them. Nothing remains but the 
army and navy, with the drawback that both 
of these are already crowded with plebeian 
ability. A class that bad nothing to look 
forward to in life, nothing to aim at, but only 
to live from to day in dignity, often on 
narrow means, is deprived of the possibili- 
ties of success, and cannot really know the 
delightful meaning of the word.’ 

Most of the above is gloomy reading about 
the French, when it is remembered that the 
author writes asa friend of the nation. In 
conclusion Mr. Hamerton writes: 

“The domirant tendencies in the two 
countries appear to be these: The Engiish 
are becoming more open minded and the 
French are ing i practical sense and 

rudence. English are advancing in re-

With the birth of chemistry the 5 —

where acute chest diseases were treated by 
condensed, and chronic by rarefied, air. The 
inhalation of oxygen was followed by treat- 
ment with diluted air, and finally ohtnisical 
patients were recommended to 
a considerable portion of ‘their 
in diving bells to obtain the advantage 
of compressea air. The in uction o 
sprays of medicated and nat thermal 
waters marked another advance, Dut each 
system fell more or less into disuse from in- 
sufficiently satisfactory results. My experi- 
ence with the inhalation of the superheated 
air has, so far, yielded results of a favorabie 
nature. The apparatus used was Weigert’s, 
in which the temperature expired by the pa- 
tient, after a few trials, may reacn 120° to 
140°. The inspired air, according to the 
thermometer in the tube, may be as hot as 
570°, but Ido not think the actual inspired 


‘air is ever hotter than from 280° to 300°. 


In February, 1889, I was consulted by a mar-

He had suffered from recurrent attacks of 
hemoptysis, and had expectorated as much as 
thirty ounces of blood in three days. He bad 
cough and profuse muco-purulent expsctora- 
tion, containing abundance of tubercle- 
bacilli, There was loss of appetite, nausea, 
and vomiting in the morning, with, inability 
to lie down in bed, marked wasting of the 
body, and shortness of breath. Both apices 
gave the physical evidence of phtbisis. The 
first * ot the — 5 * . :

Ia England.“ says the author. there are 
two terrible discouragements to saving. The 
first is the exacting character of English 
opinion with regard to style of living, the 
contempt felt for people who are not gentle- 
men and ladies, and the vulgar belief that 
one canaot bea gentleman or lady without 
leading an expensive life. Well, if this is so, 
why not leave gentlemanhood and lady hood 
to rich people, and why not be content with 
simple manhood and womanhood! Nothing 
can de more admirabie than the life of an 
Englishman who saves money from a sense 
of duty when the saving implies the great 
renunciation—the renunciatior of the titie of 
‘gentieman.’ A Frenchman, who may lve 
as he likes, knows nothing of that sacrifice.”’ 

There isa world of wisdom here for fool- 
ishly ambitious Americans to study and ab- 
sorb. The author also aliudes tothe charac- 
teristic contempt of the English for smail' 
sums of money, a fault which Americans 
Ha ve inherited and intensified. 

Cleanliness and courage are qualities which 
the author touches gingeriy. It is a funda- 
mental English belief that no people are as 
courageous as Britons, and anotheris that 
the man who sponges himself daily with 
cold water is the cleanest man in the world. 
Regarding comfort Mr. Hamerton says the 
French “have not naturally a genius for 
comfort like the English. Their natural 
way of living is hard in poverty and luxuri- 
ous in riches, austerity and luxurv equally 
belonging to the French nature. Of comfort 
they know what they have imperfectly 
learned from their English neighbors.” In 
manners the author finds the two peopies 
radically different, but with reason in each 
case, though a hundred years ago manners 
were about the same in both countries. 

The present English ideal of manners is a 
studied simplicity. We come to think tnat a 

tudied manner is unaffected, while high pol- 
Ish must have been learned from the etiquette 
book.
